letter from the Boston & Maine 
Railroad completely changed 
the picture of the long de- 
reconstruction of the Shaw 
sheen Avenue Bridge.

Reading wanted signals put in, to safeguard 
people who were prme to cross the tracks at 
the depot site, a natural enough thing to do 
under the circumstances. On each side of the 
depot were two regular crossings, with gates, 
and the railroad argued, again with reason, 
that people should cross railrcad tracks at 
designated points which were adequately safe- 
guarded. 

In those days the B&MRR had, relatively 
speaking, plenty of’ money.

TUE PTA - SCHOOL COMMITTER SQUABBLE 


Officials of the Wilmingt m Parent-Teachers 
Association have seen fit to protest against 
the action of the Wilmington Scho d Conmittee 
in donating the use of the High School Auditor- 
ium tc a local piano teacher, for a piano re- 
cital. 

Like many other arguments in Wilmingtm and 
elsewhere, this is a case where things cannot 
be said to be all black and white. It would 
seem that the Parent-Teachers Association on 
one side have a clear case for their argument. 
It would also seem that the Scho ad Committee 
has an equally good case. Instead of being a 
picture in black and white it is one that can 
be painted in various shades of gray. 

Mrs Chernoff is a brilliant pianist. A large 
part of her pupils live in Wilmington. The 
School Committee in an opinion expressed by 
Arthur V. Lynch, has taken the stand that her 
activities promote the cultural education of 
Wilmingt m children, and should be encouraged. 

The problem of charging more than janitorial 
fees for the use of the Auditorium is a complex 
one that has received much study by the members 
of the School Committee, and has not to date 
been resolved. Who should be charged? How much? 
Who determines when and where a line must be 
drawn between what is good for children and 
must be encouraged, and what is good for some- 
one other than children? 

The School Committee, for instance, allows 
the PTA to conduct a dancing class for teen- 
agers, in the High School, during the winter 
months. A slight charge is made, one that at 
least reimburses the teacher for her tind and 
trouble. All that the PTA pays in this in- 
stance is the janitorial fees 

The School Committee allowed this on exactly 
the same grounds that it allowed Mrs. Chernoff 
to conduct her recital - on the grounds that it 
would promote the cultural background of the 
pupils. 

The distinctions are admittedly very fine, 
and there is much to be said on b,«th sides. The 
Selectmen have painted out that the taxpayers 
ultimately foot the bill for light and heat in 
any operatia of this type. 

Who is going to draw the line -- and where? 

We see nothing wrong with Mrs. Chernoff us-

I regret that the proposal 
outlined in your letter does 
not appear to give adequate 
protection against serious or 
dangerous overloading of the 
structure. 

As a practical matter, signs 
at the ends of the bridge are 
not a solution. 

Por traffic moving north and 
west on Route 129 when stopped 
by such signs ( if they are 
stopped) would be partly off 
Route 38 on a steep ascending 
grade. Necessary maneuvering 
to resume northbound travel on 
Route 38 would certainly pre- 
sent a serious traffic hazard, 
Por traffic moving south and 
east on Route 129 the situat- 
ion would be even more of a 
problem. They would be stopped 
(if they stopped) same 3.8 
miles from the junction of the 
Billerica-Tewksbury Road (An- 
dover and Chandler Streets) 
the only practical detour 
route with an adequate bridge 
over the tracks. They waild be 
some 0,4 miles from the near 
est detour route with a rel 
atively light bridge and poor 
approaches. 

In our opinion such traffic 
would cross the bridge with 
conseqient serious and danger- 
ous overloading, An attenpt to 
back track to either of these 
would be difficult and would 
involve some traffic hazards. 
In our opinion in order to 
afford adequate assurance a- 
gainst overloading, it is es- 
sential to establish a detour 
route with advance signs so 
that operators of loads in 
excess of 6 Tons can use the 
detour route before getting 
into the difficulties outlined 
above, 

This has been discussed at 
the various meetings with the 
Town Manager, Town Counsel, 


and representatives of the pe- 
partment of Public Works since 
our first meeting with the 
Town Manager and Town Counsel 
on December 20, 1957. 

At a meeting on December 27, 
1957 with the Town Manager and 
representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the pe- 
partment stated they were pre- 
pared to cooperate with them 
in working out and authorizing 
such a detour route. It is our 
understanding that the Town 
has done nothing to develop 
this matter further. 

The final solution to the 
problem is of course to hav 
a bridge of adequate capacity 
to carry Route 129 over the 
railroad. This cannot be done 
at the present location. The 
Department of Public Works has 
expressed some interest in de- 
veloping such a solution. It 
would require several years to 
develop and complete. 

I regret that we must refuse 
to proceed with restoration 
until more adequate protection 
is assured for the reasons 
outlined above. 

We will be pleased to furnish 
any assistance we can in ef- 
fecting such assurance and 
stand ready to confer with you 
at any time.

islative recess committee on 
equalization, the average ratio 
throughout the state, on assessed 
valuations is 48 to 50 per cent. 

“The committee found a total 
value of over 17 billion, the as- 
sessors reported just over eight 
billion. 

“Using 1957 figures to Illus: 
trate—our tax rate was $62.80. 
Our total valuation was $16,800,- 
000. The amount to be raised 
was $1,053,468. On our assumed 
50 per cent policy, a dwelling of 
$12,000 value is assessed at $6000 
with a tax bill of $376. At 40 
per cent, the assessment is $4800, 
true — but our total valuation 
changes to 13 million, the rate 
climbs to $78.50 and the tax bill 
is $376. At 100 per cent valua- 
tion, following the same process 
—a $12,000 valuation, a tax rate 
of $31.40, total valuation of 33% 
million, a tax bill of $376. 

“And the reason is obvious 
when we go back to our problem 
of division. The only answer is 
the net amount to be raised. As 
this remains constant through- 
out our example, (as it must) the 
net result is the same.

Herb Foskett 
The death of the widow of 
Herb Foskett brings to mind 
the first rural letter carrier 
of North Wilmington, way back 
in 1906, 
Herb Foskett, who lived in 
the old Deacon Manning house, 
on Ballardvale Street, now the 
home of the Mercauto family,ws 
a printer by trade, but when 
the Post Office Department 
decided on Rural Free Delivery 
in North Wilmington he jumped 
at the chance, 
He bought a pair of very fri- 
sky horses, in Reading, for 
$250 apiece. In those days the 
Rural Carrier used to turn off 
Ballardvale Street and go 
through the woods to Lowell 
Junction, by a road that no 
longer exists. Herb had quite 
a time making the route - fore 
the horses were too frisky, and 
he stopped his team many times 
to wipe the switch marks from 
low hanging branches off his 
face. 
Finally, after one year, Herb 
had had enough. ye resigned as 
Rural Letter Carrier, sold the 
horses, and went back to his
